For many centuries these peo 
ple have prayed to a deity who | 
is known a8 a “sun-god,” It is an 
old custom in the village of 
Walpi to hold a ceremony each | 
February in his honor. 

Before daybreak, two. men 
leave the village and go to a 
shrine in an éasterly direction. 
One of them is dressed in a cos 
tume which is supposed to make 
him look like the sun-god. He 
puts on a huge mask, and if it 
were not for the other man who/ 
acts as guide, he would have a 
hard time finding his way back 
to the village. The mask makes 
it hard for him to see, 

After reaching Walpi at the 
break of day, the “sun-god” visits 
the kivas, or sacred rooms. 
Kivas serve much .the same-pur-} 
pose as churches, ‘The rooms are 
usually underground, and are 
enered by means of jadders. 

The who pretends to be 
the sun-god carries with him 
beans and corn, standing for im 
portant crops grown by Hopi 
farmers.
